For Huron, Romulus 


ELOISE — Family 
Planning Services will soon be 
delivered to hundreds of 
women to six Out-County 
Wayne Communities 
including: Ecorse, 
Wyandot te, Brownstown, 
Huron, Romulus and Canton 
Township. 

A Mobile Family Planning 
Unit sponsored by the Wayne 
County Office of Economic 
Opportunity will begin its 
operation in mid-August, 
bringing family planning 
services closer to the people 
who live in Isolated 
communities unable to utilize 
existing family planning 
facilities, due to lack of 
transportation. 

Services provided, other 
than educational, will be to 
only those patients who 
voluntarily request medical 
supervision of supplies, and 
who meet the income 
eligibility established for 
poverty areas served by 


Wayne County OEO 
Neighborhood Action 
Centers. 


A concentrated education 
program on health and family 
planning methods has been 
conducted in the six 
communities, and will 
continue as an on going phase 
of the Family Planning 
Program. 

All contraceptive methods 
offered are approved by the 
Federal Food and Drug 
Administration, and are free 
without charge. Other 
services offered are blood test 
for anemia, blood pressure 
test, pap test for cancer, 
physical examination, 
medical counseling and 
referral services. 

The Mobile Clinic will be 
operated by a full time 
medical professional staff 
experienced in the field of 
family planning. 


Clinic dates are slated for 
Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays on a 
weekly basis at the foUowing 
locations:

The first project Is the 
city’s initial Urban Renewal 
Program. 


Romulus, through its local 
Urban Renewal Director, 
George Wilhelmi, requested 
financial assistance under 
Title I of the federal Housing 
Act enforced by the United 
States Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development, some time ago.

Last Thursday’s resolution 
rescinded one approved by a 
4 to 3 vote) at the council 
meeting held July 28. 

In the earlier resolution, 
the council pledged its full 
faith and credit to the 
completion of the program 
and would, if the need should 
arise — namely the failure of 
the school bond issue to pass 
— provide adequate funds 
from the sale of 
Rehabilitation Bonds or 
whatever other sources seem 


advisable at the time for the 
required Local Grants-In-Aid 
to assure the project 
completion. 

The final resolution 
adopted at the emergency 
session eliminates “full” faith 
and credit, as it was reported 
that city officials felt that it 
meant a “blank check.” 

The final resolution also 
provided that the project’s 
completion is subject to 
approval of the final contract 
by city council. 

Wilhelmi reported that the 
city’s job in the initial 
program is the paving of 
streets, laying of sidewalks 
and storm drain. and 
re-platting 60*foot lots. 

He stated that property In 
this initial phase (Urban 
Renewal) would be sold to 


private developers. It is 
expected that close to $10 
million would be spent for 
housing and commercial 
enterprises thus bringing tax 
dollars to the city. 

Property assessments in the 
area would be increased 10 


times when the program is 
completed, he stated. 

The total Community 
Development and Renewal 
Program is a 15-year project. 
It involves practically all 
older residential and 
commerical areas in the city.

Motorboat Registration 
Passes 400,000 Mark 


There are abou*t 400,000 
registered motorboats in 
Michigan, but the prediction 
of the first 500,000 
registration cycle appears to 
be close to reality. 

Secretary of State James 
M. Hare disclosed that as of 
June 30, his department had 
registered more than 380,000 
motorboats and that the 

400.000 mark will be realized 
before the end of July. 

The current three-year 
registration is in its second 
year, Hare said. Motorboats 
may be registered at any 
branch office of the Secretary 
of State. Registration fee, 
good through 1971, is $5. 

Top previous totals were 

437.000 at the close of the 
last registration period in 
1968. Hare said that that 
number could well 
be exceeded during the 
current boating year. 

“There is no doubt that 
there are about a half-million

No better time for a quick 
inventory of natural resources 
and a hasty trial balance than 
right now. 

A new generation of fish, 
fowl and game animals is 
striving for survival. 

Every advance in the 
management of natural 
resources is preceded by 
complaints, agitation, talk. 

There has been widespread 
alarm about pesticides. 

Director Ball of the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture has issued ordere 
fixing the percentage of DDT 
that will be permitted in fish 
sold in the state. After 
tolerance levels are 
announced, public hearings 
will be held before official 
rules are laid down. 

The Michigan Department 
of Public Health and 
Governor Milliken are 
actively concerned in 


combatting this phase of 
pollution. 

* * * 

What Michigan is doing to 
preserve environmental 
quality is part of a national 
movement to protect all 
people from the gTeed of 
some people. Cornel Wilde is 
producing a film for M.G.M. 
entitled “No Blade of Grass” 
to treat dramatically the 
potential horrors of pollution 
which Wilde fears is so far 
advanced that it may be 
hopeless. Others have 
expressed the fear that man 
may be destroying his own 
habitat, making of the good 
earth a death trap.

For MEA Operations 


GARDEN CITY - 
Richard Croll of 32441 
Brown St. has been appointed 
one of six assistant executive 
secretaries to direct field 
operations for the Michigan 
Education Association 
(MEA). 

His appointment was 
announced by Terry 
Herndon, MEA Executive 
Secretary . 



Herndon said the new 
appointees will work directly 
under the supervision of Kai 
Erickson, recently named 
associate executive secretary 
for the newly enlarged field 
service division. 

The immediate task will be 
to assist local associations in 
the selection and assignment 
of the various area director 
also authorized under the 
expansion. That phase of the 
program is expected to be 
completed w ithin a year and 
will boost the field staff 
membership from its present 
13 to 90.

Herndon said enlargement 
of the field division would 
bring with it the benefits 
most often requested by 
teachers-princlpally, greater 
an mounts of field service, 
more assistance will contract 
negotiation problems and 
expanded legal services. 


Efforts to end pollution of 
the Rouge River have 
advanced a step with 
submission of preliminary 
recommendations to a 
committee of the Wayne 
County Board of 
Commissioners. 

In presenting the 
recommendations. County 
Drain Commissioner Henry 
V. Herrick estimated that the 
eventual cost of the clean up 
could amount of a half billion 
dollars. 

However, he said he is 
hopeful that the federal 
government will provide as 
much as half the funds 
$250 million. 

The cost would be spread 
over drainage districts which 
encompass 4 0-odd cities, 
townships and villages located 
in the bast Rouge River 
drainage basir. in Wayne, 
Oakland and Washtenaw 
counties. 

Herrick’s recommendations 
were prepared at the request 
of the public Works 
Committee of the Wayne 
County Board. The 
committee received them 
July 31. 

• 

“The job has to be done 
and our committee will 
submit its recommendations 
to the full board as soon as 
possible,” said Commissioner 
Rudy Hickey, of Ecorse, 
D-District 18, Public Works 
chairman. 

At the s u ggestion 
committee member Edmund 
B I# e k , of R o\tn ulus, 
D-District. 24, the committee 
also indicated opposition to 
future pumping of treated 
sewage into the Huron River 


by the cities of Ann Arobr, 
Ypsilanti and Upsilanti 
Township. 

Bizek suggested the county 
seek a court order prohibiting 
the discharge of treated 
sewage into the Huron River 
at Ann Arbor-Ypsilanti after 
a new Wayne County sewage 
treatment plant is built at the 
mouth of the Huron River in 
Brownstown Township. 

The committee asked the 
Prosecuting Attorney and the 
County Department of 
Health to jointly prepare a 
recommended approach to 
the problem. 

Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti 
are upstream of where the 
Huron River enters Wayne 
County at Belleville. 


M.S. Richmond, assistant 
chief of the wastewater 
section of the Michigan 
Department of Health, told 
the committee that recreation 
use of the Huron River below 
Ann Arbor-Ypsilanti will have 
to be limited as long as 
treated sewage is being 
discharged into the river at 
that point. 

“It is financially unfeasible 
to purify the sewage so 
completely that total body 
contact (swimming) would be 
safe,” he stated. 

Richmond also warned 
that state officials are 
preparing court orders 
requiring Wayne County and 
individual communities to 
build facilities to curtail 


pollution of the Rouge River 
and Ecorse Creek. 

“This pollution is going to 
have to be cleaned up and 
cleaned up fast,” he stated. 
‘‘We will carry this all the 
way through the courts, if 
necessary. If we don’t do it. 
the federal goverment will.” 

Herrick’s plan calls for 
construction of an extensive 
system of drains and 
interceptor sewers to channel 
polluting waters into 
treatment plants rather than 
into the rivers. 

One of the major projects 
is part of Detroit’s pollution 
control master plan-a 
25-mile-long interceptor

sewer running the length of 
the Rouge River into that 
city’s Jefferson Ave. 
treatment plant. Herrick 
estimated its cost at $75 
million. 

Herrick said he is meeting 
with the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers and other federal 
agencies in Washington Aug. 
10 to discuss federal 
participation. 

He pointed out that under 
the state drain code, local 
communities cannot be 
compelled to petition the 
Drain Commissioner for 
construction of drains. 

However, he suggested that 
the Board of Commissioners 
refuse to pledge the county’s 
faith and credit for municipal 
bonds in communities which 
will not participate in the 
program. This would 
effectively prevent sale of the 
bonds.

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Reader Praises Faust 
For ' Engineer ’ Stand 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In May 1968, I asked my state senator to assist me with an 
engineering problem which affected the life, health and 
property of a great number of people in Western Wayne 
County. The Senator gave his assistance. I saw a need 
for better legislation. The Senator sent information to me and 
he has given assistance. 

More recently, I asked other legislators to assist in getting 
better legislation passed. One response to that request was, “I 
am far too busy with other matters, I don’t have time to get 
involved in that.” A legislator too busy to get involved in 
legislation. 

Yes, I am aware I have called to the people’s attention a 
situation wherein it has been shown that the ‘‘consulting 
engineer was not a licensed civil engineer. He just owned a 
major portion of stock in the civil engineering and land* 
surveying corporation. The politicians advertised him as 
‘‘consulting engineer.” This has been most embarrassing to a 
r umber of politicians, as certain public records show that they 
have called him ‘‘consulting engineer” for some years. 

The general public is not supposed to be aware that a 
“consulting engineer” is required to be an expert in 
mathematics and the physical sciences. The records show that 
the “consulting engineer” has completed one semester in 
college algebra. He withdrew from courses in land surveying 
and trigonometry. The records show that his education at the 
University of Michigan consisted of attending seminars in 
government, which were sponsored by Michigan Municipal 
League. These seminars were held in a building owned by the 
U of M (so he apparently was educated as a civil engineer at 
the U of M?).

But they all had a flaw that kept them 
from reaching the mountain top or grasping 
the Holy Grail.' 

They are the members of boards in 
control of the state’s four-year colleges and 
universities, great and dedicated except for 
that ingredient that frosts the political cake. 

Some serve by appointment, others by 
election and then they vanish when the 
realists who have debts to pay discover that 
the sands of time and dollars have run out. 

Political parties need second-stringers of 
some distinction to allow the varsity to 
achieve programs and win elections. 

The main point driving political parties is 
to get re-elected, and the appeal must be 
general. 

Mid-point in his 12-year career as 
governor, G. Mennen Williams in a moment 
of frivolity and candor said the perfect 
candidate was a woman with an Irish name, 
black and a resident of the Upper Peninsula. 

Ha! 

They also must have a power base, some 
access to campaign money, an attraction 
beyond the political and an idea of what 
they’re going to do if elected, or appointed. 

There’s a pattern of political realism. 

Peter Oppewall is a 45-year-old Democrat 
from Grand Rapids who has the usual 
degrees up to a doctorate, with advance 
study at the University of Leiden, The 
Netherlands. He’s a professor of English at 
Calvin College, whence Former Gov. 
Romeny obtained braintruster Walter 
DeVries. 

Oppewall proclaims in the Michigan 
Manual that he’s a member of the Kent 
County Democratic Party, his only 

published political distinction except for his' 
Democratic Luncheon Board membership. 
Now he’s president of the State Board of 
Education. 


Republican James F. O’Neil also serves on 
the State Board of Education, a conservative 
hung up on sex education, a Ford Motor Co. 
employee but an Irish name on the ballot. 

The University of Michigan Board of 
Regents has Lawrence B. Lindemer, a 
Stockbridge lawyer who was Republican 
state chairman during the Democratic regime 
of Williams and state representative during 
the same period. 

It also has Otis M. Smith, a black Flint 
lawyer who was appointed by Williams as 
auditor general after an appointment as a 
member of the state’s Public Service 
Commission, then an appointment to the 
Michigan Supreme Court by Former Gov. 
John B. Swainson. 

There is Robert J. Brown, of Kalamazoo, 
who belongs to the YMCA and was a 
member (1961-67) of the Republican state 
central committee. 

On the Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees is Stephen S. Nisbet, of 
Fremont, retiring this year. Nisbet, public 
relations vice president for Gerber Baby 
Foods, was the Republican compromise 
president of the 1961-62 State 
Constitutional Convention, who arranged to 
have Former Gov. Romney stand next to 
former President Eisenhower during a speech 
to the delegates. 

There is Democrat Don Stevens, of 
Okemos, former director of Education for 
the AFL— CIO in Michigan, who was chosen 
to run for the board in 1957 as a nod to big 
labor 

Democrat Frank Hartman, of Flint, is the 
only member of a board in control of a 
university who was bom in a log cabin, a 
political plus ruined by his masters degree 
from the University of Michigan in 1952. 

At Wayne State University the Board of 
Governors has Leonard Woodcock, the new 
UAW president whose term expires this year, 
a Democrat, of course, and former 
Republican Gov. Wilbur M. Brucker Jr. 

There is also Norman O. Stockmeyer, a 
Republican party yeoman on the state 
central committee for eight years, once a 
candidate for secretary' of state, and a 
member of a zillion professional 
organizations, most of them having to do 
with money.

Suburbanites, like just about everyone else in the consumer 
generation, are preoccupied with exploring the wordly 
wonders of the free society. 

Despite the moanings of many people worried about the 
moral decay of suburban America, a solid percentage of us are 
becoming thrill freaks. 

The stillness of an early Sunday morning in Westland is 
broken by the roar of a horde of automobiles pouring out of a 
drive-in movie theatre which is showing a triple feature 
‘horror* show. 

The films are advertised as having ‘high fright levels,’ and 
medical help is standing by to administer smelling salts to 
those overcome by the gore and ghastliness on the screen. 

We are intrigued by anything that was previously 
forbidden— Hugh Hefner has become rich by playing on those 
post- Victorian reactions. 

When the Wayne County Sheriffs Department burned 
about 400 lbs. of marijuana in the Central Wayne County 
Incinerator Authority furnaces last week, it was labeled a 
‘good story’. It was ‘good’ because people get a thrill reading, 
legally, about tilings like pot. The papers are full of it. 

The same thing is true of abortions, homosexuality and 
premarital and extramarital sexual relations. Case histories are 
featured in magazines and newspapers under the guise of 
informing the public about important social problems. Like 
the old ‘confession’ type magazines, such articles provide a 
groovy kick for the reader. 

A play like ‘Hair,’ for example, suffers because of its public 
reception, not because of its content. ‘Hair’ is a brilliant piece 
of social criticism, but, unfortunately, much of its popularity 
is based on the fact that people want to see the actors take 
their clothes off for a few moments at the end of the first act. 

In the meantime, legitimate theatre in Detroit continues to 
suffer from a lack of popular interest. 

What’s worse (if that’s possible) is that legitimate theatre, 
literature, etc. is being attacked right along with the ‘thrill’ 
offerings the populace is enjoying. You’re either for it, or 
against it— no discretion is allowed. 

Western Wayne County, like all suburban areas, is getting 
what it wants in entertainment and reading material.

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Oversupply Of Teachers Expected By Board 




LANSING - The State 
Board of Education has 
warned that an oversupply of 
teachers in Michigan is 
apparently a fact, and one 
that the state will need to 
learn to live with for some 
time to come. 

School enrollment and 
census data indicate high 
school populations will hit a 
peak In about 1975, while 
elementary school 
populations have already 
peaked, the board noted. 
Basically, this means a change 
In the supply and demand 
setting for teachers and the 
school districts which employ 
them. 

"This new setting will 
provide a change In 
conditions for teachers and 
employers of teachers," said 
State Board of Education 
President Dr. Peter Oppewall. 

"Besides the basic change 
In school enrollments that has 
taken place or is expected, 
there are other factors which 
have a bearing on the 
expected oversupply of 
teachers," Oppewall said. 

“First, increases In higher 
education enrollment In 
Michigan have resulted in a 
parallel increase in teacher 
production. Teacher 
production rates have 
increased substantially during 
the past four years. 

"In 1965-66, for example, 
just over 9,000 provisional 
elementary and secondary 
teaching certificates were 
recommended by Michigan 
teacher education 
institutions. In 1968-68, by 
contrast, 12,706 such 
certificates were 
recommended," Oppewall 
said. 

Michigan production of 
teachers has long been high 
among the states, he noted. 

"In addition," Oppewall 
said, "teacher salaries, fringe 
benefits and working 
conditions have Improved, 
and this has tended to retain 
many persons In teaching 
rather than encouraging them 
to elect another type of 
work. 

“These same factors have 
attracted a number of former 
teachers back to the 
classroom, and teachers to 
come here from other states," 
he said. 

For example, records show 
3,794 such out-of-state 
teachers were attracted to 
Michigan in 1965-66 while 
•4.872 were attracted In 
1968-69. Also adding to the 
available teacher force have 
been the financial squeeze on 
local school districts, which 
has forced some 
administrators back into the 
classroom. There is also a 
apparent decline In 
non-teaching opportunities 
for prospective or former 
teachers. 

"Several college and 
university placement officers 
report difficulty In placing 
their spring graduates," 
Oppewall said. 

"It Is entirely possible that 
several hundred spring and 
summer graduates will not 
find teaching positions for 
the 1970-71 school year. 
With an opportunity to be 
more selective, employers are 


tending to place a greater 
emphasis on grade point 
averages and the nature of the 
experience reports from 
former employment and/or 
student teaching," he said. 

Additionally, Oppewall 
noted, Michigan certification 
code changes have an effect 
on the teacher oversupply. 


“Several thousand persons 
have been employed In 
Michigan classrooms under 
the temporary permit 
provisions for long periods of 
time,” he said. "The 
certification code, of course, 
requires that districts employ 
such persons only when 
certificated persons are not 
availalbe. 


“Therefore, a predictable 
competition occurs between 
persons with provisional or 
permanent certificates and 
persons who have been 
employed for various periods 
of time under the permit 
provisions."

Commissioners Appoint 
Juvenile Study Group 


An advisory committee of 
top Wayne County officials Is 
envisioned to guide the 
planning and design of Wayne 
County’s second Juvenile 
court facility. 

The Planning and Capital 
Improvement Committee of 
the County Board of 
Commissioners has 
recommended that the board 
establish the committee. 

“We believe this will be 
one of the most carefully 
thought-out youth facilities 

ever established," said 
Commissioner John Lesinski, 
of Dearborn, D-District 20, 
Planning and Capital 
Improvement Committee 
chairman. 

The Board of 
Commissioners has received 
an $89,500 Federal grant to 
help finance planning and 
design. 

"In general, we know we 
want a facility in the 
rapidly-growing area west of 
Detroit," Lesinski said. "The 
most likely site Is on 
county-owned land across 
Michigan Avenue from Wayne 


County General Hospital In 
Westland. 

"We also know that we 
want a facility that will house 
Juvenile court hearing rooms, 
offices for probation officers, 
detention quarters and a 
short-term rehabilitation 
facility. The rehabilitation 
program Is needed badly 
because It takes many months 
to get a youngster Into the 
state training school." 

The present Youth Home, 
located on Detroit’s east side, 
is so overcrowded that as 
many as 100 youngsters sleep 
on mattresses laid on floors. 
There is no full-scale 
rehabilitation program. 

Lesinski said the Federal 
grant will enable the planners 
to study rehabilitation 
facilities for juvenile 
delinquents in other states, 
such as California which is 
considered to have one of the 
best programs. 

The advisory committee 
recommended by the 
Planning and Capital 
Improvement Committee 
would have Lesinski and 
Juvenile Court Judge James 
H. Lincoln as co-chairmen.

persons will have failed to 
heed that warning," Oppewall 
said. 

“This is particularly true in 
view of the teacher shortage 
that has been a fact in 
Michigan for a long period — 
about a quarter of the 
century. While the 
certification code rules have 
always been very clear In 
providing that fully 
certificated persons be 
employed in preference to 
permit holders, there has not 
been a real test of intent in 
the past," he said. 

"Michigan employers of 
teachers have long sought the 
freedom to be selective by 
retaining only the most 
competent and most qualified 
members of their teaching 
faculties," Oppewall said. 

"Basically, the opportunity 
for employing officials to be 
selective for both Initial 
employment and for 
retention Is desirable since It 
creates a circumstance where 
only the best persons will be 
retained in the profession," 
he said. 

“It is essential, however, 
that not only those in the 
educational world but also 
that all other Michigan 
citizens be aware of the basic 
change in the 
employer-employee situation 


regarding teachers and school 
distrists which will prevail 
this fall for the first time 
almost in memory*. 

"The State Board of 
Education will be working 
with the educational 




public not only to produce

Somewhat 
like a human measure of 
balance or weight, his 
presence as a neutral medium 
at events pertaining to 
inter-community racial 
relations has been a major 
ingredient resulting in 
calmness between races. 

From a starting point that 
began with his birth in 
Chieago, and consequential 
graduation from elementary 
and secondary schools there, 
came his later graduation 
from the Chicago Baptist 
Institute; the American Bible 
and Divinity College; the 
Black-Stone School of Law; 
receiving the Bachelor of 
Theology degrees in Chicago. 

Along the way. Rev. Hill 
served with the U.S. Medical 
Corps as a Licensed Practical 
Nurse, in caring for 
servicemen. Additional 
studies at the Central 
Y.M.C.A. College; the 
University of Chicago; plus 
other levels of achievement 
obtained in the School of 
Mental Health saw him earn 
the Bachelor of Divinity 
degree from the Clarksville 
School of Theology; the 
Doctor of Divinity degree 
from the University of 
Alaska; collecting many 
awards, certificates and 
plaques for outstanding 
services performed in these 
fields. Efforts he has worked

Not so. Reflections on “Of 
Mice and Men,” staged by the 
University of Michigan 
Players at the Lydia 
Mendelssohn Theatre, Ann 
Arbor, point up a mood, a 
desperate atmosphere which, 
although it may spring from 
the opposite end of the 
affluence continuum, is 
certainly in the air today. 

At first glance it would 
seem that the manual 
agricultural laborers, George 
and Lennie, Steinbeck's 
protagonists, are the dregs of 
society. Lennie, of course, is 
mentally retarded, a hulking 
giant with a eight-year-old’s 
mind who gets along only by 
the skin of George’s wits. Not 
knowing his own strength he 
manages to kill most of the 
animals he attempts to pet 
leading to the final tragic 
murder. 


But George and Lennie 
have one thing which set the 
far above the bitter and mean 
men they work with. They 
have each other and they care 
for each other, and this is 
enough despite all the 
abortive dreams which will 
never come true. Thus, the 


crushing climax when George 
kills Lennie to save him from 
a more merciless fate, finds 
the survivor, George, as the 
real victim— now he has 
nothing. 


These days, when works 
like alientation are 
fashionable, it may be noted 
that Steinbeck said it all. 


U-M i s again using a 
generalized set for their entire 
summer which does not 
become the intensely realistic 
“Of Mice and Men," but this 
is about the only flaw in 
James Coakley’s exceptional 
production. Too much can 
not be said about the lead 
performances of Mark 
Metcalf as George and R. 
Ronald Beebe as Lennie, both 
unusually difficult roles 
handled more than 
competently, from the gentle 
nuances of George’s accent to 
the vacant and broad 
expression of Lennie’s face. 


Peter Nichols’ unusual 
work, “Joe Egg,’’ has opened 
the upstairs repertory' of 
Wayne State University’s 


Hilberry Classic Theatre 
summer season. It is a striking 
study of a marriage 
disintegrating under the 
pressure of coping with a 
spastic, retarded child who, in 
effect, is a virtual vegetable. 


‘'Joe Egg,” a not 
completely fond nickname 
for the girl, could be wholly 
depressing were it not for an 
epic theatre attempt to 
distract the audience and 
shatter the mood with a 
torrent of humor and music 
as Joe’s parents seek to 
explain how they found out 
about Joe and sought to cope 
with it. 


The result is curiously 
experimental in flavor but is 
probably as sound a 
technique as any for putting 
across the despair of Bri and 
Sheila, Joe’s parents, without 
driving the audience into the 
night gasping for air. The epic 
presentation probably does 
not allow for quite so many 
shifts of tempo, but the 
performances of Woody Eney 
and Trina Ciuffo as the 
parents, and Annetta 


Wellman as Joe, are, on the 
whole, successful. 

Sheila retreats to a world 
of hopeless optimism while 
Bri, still a mama’s boy, 
becomes more and more 
trapped. It is in this 
unrewarding atmosphere that 
the music hall turns and 
Imitations— including a deadly 
one of a pediatrician— are set. 


Most of the young film 
makers seem wholly to lack 
discipline which they, 1 
suppose, would regard as a 
virtue. A case in point is 
Stuart Hagmann, whose 
“Strawberry Statement,’’ 
Fairlane, describes the 
evolution of a student 
collegiate takeover which 
bears a striking resemblence 
to what happened at 
Columbia University, 
although ostensibly set in a 
fictional San Francisco 
college. 


Hagmann, in the current 
fashion, plays with his camera 
like a child with a Christmas 
toy, but blinding speed and 
tricky angels do not 
compensate for a virtually 


plotless film which could be 
cut a half hour without 
anybody knowing that 
anything is missing. 

The students here are 
seeking to prevent some 
college-owned land now a 
playground for neighborhood 
slum children, from being 
turned over to the ROTC. 
They first take over the 
president’s office and, two 
hours later, wind up with the 


final, brutal, sadistic, bloody 
confrontation with the police 
who gas them, club them, 
crush them and clear them 
out. 

In between we are of p ered 
a few days in the life of Bruce 
Davison, a casual radical, and 
his off and on romance with a 
dedicated radical Kim Darby. 


Ah well. Up the revolution.

Westland J 
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Sediment Worsens Pollution Woes 


WAYNE - Sediment, a 
product of soil erosion is a 
major water pollutant and is a 
prime contributor to 
declining witer quality 
throughout the nation, Daniel 
F. Kesse Iring, District 
Conservationist, U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service, said 
this week. 

Sediment is often 
produced when heavy rain 
and storm run-off hits bare 
and unprotected soil areas to 
cause sheet erosion and start 
gullies. This condition is 
commonly thought to occur 
only on agricultural land, and 
soil erosion is commonly 
thought to be a problem of 
agriculture, he said. 

However, a study done in 
1968 shows that the Detroit 
Metropolitan Area alone 
produced more than 1.1 
million tons of sediment that 
year. 

The study, done by J.R. 
Thompson, geologist of the 
Soil Conservation Service. 


and recently published in the 
“Journal of Soil and Water 
Conservation,*' also shows 
that the Southeast Michigan 
Region produces an average 
of 2.6 tons of sediment per 
acre per year. 

“But the real eye opener 
in this study is that 2.1 per 
cent of the urban land area 
produces as much sediment as 
the other 97.9 per cent of the 
entire urban land area in the 
Detroit Metropolitan Area. 

‘This 2.1 per cent is land 
that is undergoing 
development for housing, 
factories, shopping centers, 
highways, etc. Land in 
development was found to be 
producing sediment at an 
average rate of almost 70 tons 
per acre per year. 

This is 23 times the rate of 
sediment yield from the 
remaining urban area, and 
about 26 times the rate for 
the entire Southeast Michigan 
Region", said Kesselring.

“This land area, that we 
call the urban fringe, is being 
bulldozed, denuded of all 
vegetation and left bare for 
anywhere from six months to 
three years or more while 
construction is going on. The 
soil, that has been scraped, 
mixed and packed, is in prime 
condition to start eroding 
with the first rain," he said. 

“When that rain comes the 
soil begins to wash away and 
enter storm drains, streams, 
rivers and lakes where it 
becomes sediment. Take a 
look at almost any stream or 
drain In Wayne County next 
time its rains — that brown 
color you see is sediment. 

“Sediment can cause 
damage by filling storm 


drains and ditches causing 
t h em to flood more 
frequently; by blanketing fish 
spawning beds causing 
failures in fish reproduction; 
by clouding water so that 
sunlight cannot get through 
to keep microscopic aquatic 
plants and animals alive, thus 
breaking the food chain so 
important to game fish; and 
in many other ways", said 
Kesselring. 

Kesselring, who is the Soil 
Conservation Service 
representative in Wayne 
County, gave some tips on 
stopping soil erosion in 
developing areas; 

1. Only the smallest 
practical area of land should 
be exposed at any one time 
during development. 


2. When land is exposed 
during development, the 
exposure should be kept to 
the shortest practical period 
of time 

3. Temporary vegetation 
and/or mulching should be 
used to protect critical areas 
exposed during development. 

4. Sediment removing 
basins should be installed and 
maintained to remove 
sediment from run-off waters 
from land undergoing 
development. 

*5. Provisions should be 
made to handle the increased 
run-off caused by changed 
soil and surface conditions 
during and after 
development. 


6. The permanent final 
vegetation and structures 
should be installed as soon as 
practical in the development. 

7. The development plan 
should be fitted to the 
topography and soils so as to 
create the least erosion 
potential. 

8. Wherever feasible, 
natural vegetation should be 
retained and protected.

Among the more serious 
conservation problems 
around the suburban home 
are surplus water 
management and disturbed 
soils, according to Daniel F. 
Kesselring, District 
Conservationist of the U.S. 
Soil Conservation Service. 
Land that may never have 
had soil and water 
conservation problems when 
in its native state can well be 
plagued with them when 
converted to suburban uses, 
Kesselring says. 

“Rain that once fell on 
open land now falls on roof 
tops, driveways, and paved 
streets. Even the best land 
can be jeopardized by 
uncontrolled water runoff. It 
can quickly rob areas of 
valuable surface soil, smother 
green lawns with silt deposits, 
flood homes and basements, 
and cut jagged scars in steep 
slopes and drainageways," he 
said.

“To control runoff, be 
sure that the soil is shaped so 
that water drains away from 
the house, and that low areas 
are filled. Excess water from 
adjacent properties can be 
diverted away from the home 
by the construction of small 
diversions and terraces," 
Kesselring suggests. 

“Erosion can be prevented 
by covering the ground as 
completely as possible with 
growing vegetation or with 
some substitute cover like 
mulch, burlap, flagstones, or 
gravel. Areas that must carry 
heavy runoff need to be 
permanently paved or 
protected by special turfs, 
riprap, or other means," he 
said. 

Kesselring explains that 
water runoff isn’t all that is 
troublesome. During 
construction, the nature of 
the soil around the home may 
have been changed 


drastically. The surface layer 
of the ideal soil has a deep 
layer of loamy, or crumbly, 
material that contains a rich 
mixture of decomposing 
organic matter. 

“But the surface soil in the 
average subdivision is usually 
less than ideal,” he said. “The 
original soil may have been 
scraped off, or mixed with 
and buried under clayey or 
sandy subsoil when the land 
was excavated and graded. 
Tar paper, wood scraps, 
siding, brick, plaster and 
other materials that limit 
plant growth are often found 
just under the surface of the 
soil." 

When locating sites for 
shrubs and trees, it is a good 
idea to dig a much larger hole 
than necessary to check for 
buried debris. At the same 
time the soil can be checked 
for root penetration and 
permeability. 


Permeability can be 
determined by filling the hole 
with water. It should all 
disappear within 24 hours. 

In some cases it may be 
necessary to refill the hole 
with good quality soil that is 
in good physical condition 
and is fertile. 

Soil can be improved by 
mixing peat moss, compost, 
or other organic material with 
it and by adding plant food 
based on accurate soil tests. 
For example, azaleas need an 
acid soil and roses a nearly 
neutral one.

WESTLAND - A 
communication about George 
Sander’s property on Wayne 
Rd. caused a bit of a stir in 
the city council chambers, 
Monday night. 

Sanders wishes to build an 
antique used car lot on 
Wayne Rd., and had to wait 
for City Engineer, Jack Cain’s, 
recommendation on the 
property.

LANSING - Michigan will 
be asked to float a $60 
million bond issue to recover 
from 20 years of neglect in 
building hospitals for 
mentally retarded children. 

The program includes six 
650-bed institutions each 
costing $10 million. 

Dr. E. Gordon Yudashkin, 
director of mental health, 
said three will go into Wayne 
County, one in Kalamazoo, 
Macomb and one in the Flint 
area. 

He said one of the Wayne 
County institutions will be 
built in Taylor, confirming 
the state has an option on an 
undisclosed site on Telegraph 
Rd. 

“We would plan to shut 
down Fort Custer by 1974 
and hopefully before, and 
shut down as much of Lapeer 
State Home and Training 
School as possible,” 
Yudashkin said. 

“In Wayne County, we 


wanted to put three inside 
Detroit where the major 
problem exists but there is a 
shortage of sites. We’ll plan 
one in Wayne County and 
one other outside Detroit/* 

The major issue, he said, is 
not the support of the 
legislature and Gov. Milliken, 
but is the professional and 
public controversy over the 
regional approach. 

Resistance has developed 
to closing Fort Custer, near 
Battle Creek, and shifting the 
caseload to Kalamazoo, and 
professionals in the field want 
smaller and more units than 
650 beds. 

Yudashkin said 5,000 of 
the 11,844 beds occupied as 
of June 30 in mental 
retardation facilities are 
inadequate. He said 
remodeling could salvage 
2,910. 

He said the major problems 
are: 

Gaining public acceptance 




Developing services and 
programs for the mentally 
retarded that can be financed 
jointly by sta'e and local 
funding. 


“We have to catch up to 
what we should have been 
doing for the past 20 years/* 
Yudashkin said. ‘ Perhaps it 
will require a state bond 
issue.” 

Legislative finance leaders 
said the bond issue idea is the 
only feasible route at this 
time to finance a program the 
size Yudashkin proposes. 


“Facilities in many cases 
are inadequate and we have a 
high waiting list.*’ Yudashkin

for keeping the mentally 
retarded in smaller units.

“At this time we have 
the support of the 
government — the governor 
and the legislature — but 
unfortunately the 
professionals are bickering 
over which way to go.” 


The last major effort in the 
field was a $65 million bond 
issue in the early 1950s, $5 
million of which was 
siphoned off for tuberculosis 
hospitals. 


During the crisis in the 
field in the mid-1950s, the 
state took over Fort Custer as 
a temporary answer. 

Yudashkin’s survey of 
facilities in June showed that 


more than half of the beds 
allotted to mentally retarded 
children were inadequate. 

“We cannot, must not. 
permit this situation to 
continue,” he said. 


“Our proposals to do 
something about it have 
received support of the 
governor and the legislature, 
and we are actively seeking 
the support of the public at 
large.”
